Meeting Ground of Future Great. 


After graduation ftom law school 
young Dawes went to Liaéoln, Neb., 
to practice ‘law. 

“Why did you 
he was asked.

That was the be- 
ginning, of the friendship of Dawes 
and Pershing which brought Dawes 
fo the post of purchasing agent for | 
the entire’ American expeditionary 
forces durjng*the world war. 


Friendship for His Opponent. 


William Jennings Bryan and his 
brother Charles were also patrons of | 
Cameron's. Dawes and they became 
good friends. A few days ago some 
one made a disparaging remark* con- 
cerning Charles Bryan, Dawes was 
quick to resent it. 

“Caarlie’s all right,” Dawes gnap- 
ped. “I’ve known him long enough to 
be certain that though his mefhods of 
campaigning may be different from 
mine, he’s honest.” 

At Lincoln the farmers were being 
discriminated against by the railroads. 
They ergaged Lawyer Dawes—he. 
cause they had little money and 
Duwes’ fees were not high. They want- 
ed government regulation of railroad 
rates, and the fuss that Dawes kicked 
up ulfimately resulted in the forma- 
tion of the interstate commerce vom- 
m: sion. 

About that time Dawes returned to 
Marie‘ia and married Miss Caro D. 
Blymer. 


Finds Falsity of Fable. 


“I'd been told that a fellow could 
get along on $80 a month,” says the 
general. “But it took pretty close to 
$100. Mrs. Dawes was a mighty good 
manager, though, or we'd never have 
squeaked through.” 

Publie utilities began to loom’ to 
far-seeing men at that time as among 
the great industries of the future, 
Throu: zh his legal connections in Lin- 
coln Duwes became interested in gus 
companies. In 1894 he moved to La 
Crosse, Wis.., deserting the law busi- 
ness for sood in an overnight decision. 
He organized the La Crosse Gas comp- 
pany, became its president, then mov-~ 
ed to Evanston. Business men of Chi- 
cigo, knowing of his work at La 
Crosse and Evanston, kept their eyes 
om him, Samuel Insull was forming 
his group of public utilities. The 
Evanston company was purchased at 
a fat figure, becoming the nucleus of 
the Public Service Company of North- 
ern Tlinois. That was Dawes’ first 
big financial cleanup. His public utik 
ty holdings alone are said to be worth 
close +> $5,000. 000, 

How He Went Into Politics. 

In Marietta, when one asks about 
General Dawes, one will get a _ bi- 
ography of Rufus R. Dawes, the father. 
of Charles Dawes. The former com- 

manded the Iron brigade in the civil 
war. William McKinley had been an 
army comrade of General Rufus R. 
Dawes. In 1896, though he was only 
a young fellow and a_ neweomer, 
Charles Dawes organized the state 
| for MeKinley and won an_indorse- 
ment. He beeame the youngest mem- 
ber of the republican national com- 
mittee’s executive body. McKinley, 
elected, made. Dawes comptroller of 
the currency. 

His characteristic method of doing 
what politicians call “raising hell 
with things veneraiiy.’ * became ‘known 
nationally then. 

Dawes personally iS very neat. An 
iluminating story is told of him during 
his administration as comptroHer. 
Oiten there came calls from President 
McKinley for Dawes: When such a 
call reached him, he always washed 
his hands and face. He was asked 
why, when the calls were very urgent, 
pe took time to visit the washstand. 


Drawls His Answer. 


“Well,” Dawes drawled, “in Europe 
whén one is summoned before the 
chief of the country’s administration. 
he puts on short pants, fusses up 
generally, and, in some places even 
puts on a powdered wig. Now we 
don’t do anything like that here. But 
the least I can do when summoned 
4 the president is-to go with a clean 
ace, 

When Dawes returned to Chicago, 
he was inveigled into running for the 
senate. That was in 1902. He was 
‘unmercifully beaten, and there was 
i the thought in many minds that he 
‘had been “double-crossed” by Boss 
|William Lorimer. Dawes returned to 
‘Chicago from Springfield with. Mal- 
‘colm McDowell, his political manager, 
and J. L. Pelton, now of Erie, Pa., 
who was then bis secretary. The 
next morning: as ‘McDowell walked 
into Dawes’ office he heard somebody 
whistling merrily. cDowell was 
curious. Who could “be so gay in 
that office, where everything should | 
have been wrapped in gloom? 

The whistler proved to be Dawes. 

“Well, Malcolm,” Dawes said in 
greeting him, ‘i's all fixed, born over

While at home on vaca- 
tion from cetom university a day 
or so before was to return for his 
senior year the boy, Ryfus, was 
drowned in Lake Geneva. That was 
on September 6, 1912. Charles Dawes’ 
life had been built around his son.

“Rufous and |! had talked it over 
for a long time,” Dawes said to this 
writer, “and his ideas concerned the 
building of a hotel in the west side 
district of Chicago where men are 
down, but can ne helped owt. When 
my boy passed, I carried on the work 
there he wanted done.” 

Caring for the Unfortunate. 

That work was the construction of 
the Rufus F. Dawes hotel and the 
organization of the Rufus Fearing 
Dawes association. The hotel can 
care for SUU mea a night with bed 
and bath, each paying a very neminal 
sum. A similar hotel was built in 
Boston by Dawes. 

“We've had nearly 2,000,000 
guests since the Chicago hetel was 
organized,” he eaid. 

In memory of his mother, Mary 
Gates Dawes, he built the Mary Gates 
Dawes home in Chicago, where. work- 
ing girls of no parental residence in 
Chicago may have home-like quarters. 

General and Mrs. Dawes are not 
society folk, don't care a hang for it. 
‘fo judge by estimates that have 
been made to me of their personal 
charity and pension lists it would 
seem that their principal idea of as- 
sistance to their fellows is helping 
those less fortunate than themSeives. 
Hut even among their closest friends 
and relatives they do not say what 
those charities are. 

Is a “Regular Guy.” 

Their two foster children, Dana 
McCutcheon Dawes, 12, and Virginia 
Dawes, 10, are the delight of the 
neighborhood in Evanston, not alone 
because they are naturaily .popular 
youngsters, but because through them 
the Evansten boys and girls find 
Charles Dawes a play mate who—well,

“Since 1912 I have spent most of 
my leisure here,” General Dawes 
said recently, indicating the shelves 
of handsomely-bound books. Then his 
eyes flickered in amusement, “Here 
and cut in the yard with Dana 
and the rest of young Evanston,” he 
ade@ed. 

“What's 
was asked, 

‘'The Count of Monte Cristo’ for 
a novel,” was the reply: “I’m not 
sure of the rest. ‘Pickwick Papers’ 
comes pretty close to the top. Read 
that book every year.” 

Breaking Into the War. 

In 1917 the United States cast ils 
resources into the war. Charles 
Dawes, past 50 years of age, one of 
the most restless and nervously active 
men in the country, anyhow—seldom 
is he able to sit through a meal at 
home or elsewhere, striding about 
the reom between courses—-grew more 
restless every day. He couldn't enlist, 
the lowest commission he could obtain 
at his age was that of, major—and 
the training camps would not have 
him. Among others he appealed to 
Samuel M. Felton, president of the 
Chicago Great. Western railroad, the 
director of transportation, 

“I’m gving!” he said repeatedly to 
B. F. Blye, his secretary for many 
years at the bank. “I’m going if I 
have to sneak off and carry water for 
the mules. Sam Felton’s got to— 
say. I’m an engineer. Sam Felton 
can do it.” 

And Sam Felton did. Dawes had 
his commission as major. He joined 
the 17th regiment, railroad construc- 
tion engineers, and went to France. 

Pershing was organizing the A. F 
F. Dawes had scarcely landed in 
France when he was put on Pershing’s 
staff. But did Dawes get a soft job 
there? Not on your life! Pershing 
didn’t have any soft job men. Dawes 
became general purchasing agent for 
the A. E. F. 

A story leaked out not long ago 
that concerned the smuggling of some 
mules across the Pyrenees from Spain. 
sympathetic to Germany, for use by 
the army in France. General Dawes 
was asked if it was true that he 
smuggled out the animals. 

‘“Tiuh!” he grunted. “Had to have 
mifies. We broke every law in Fu- 
rope to get supplies for cur armies, 
and just totally ruined rel] tape at 
home. But we got supplies.” 

Drafted for More Work. 

Following the armistice he was 
made a member of the liquidation com- 
mission, which engaged his attention 
until August, 1919, when he returned 
to his bank. But he did not remain 
there long. President Harding insist- 
ed that he become first director of the 
budget and Dawes accepted on condi- 
tion that he be permitted to resizn 
after a year. When the budget job 
was finished he returned wearily to 
Chicage and said he’d never again be 
in public life. But President Coo!- 
idge thought differently. Dawes was 
virtually drafted to sit with the in- 
ternatiOnul committee of experts to 
work out a solution of the problem of 
after-war reparations. 

Dawes returned to Chicago a few 
months ago and soon was drafted 
again, this time by the republican 
convention. 

Dawes and his underslung pipe :rnil 
his cuss words are pretty familiac to 
the American people. Upon fis return 
from France Dawes was called to 
testify about war costs hefore the 
senatorial investigating committee. 
He was questioned about exneniii- 
tures in the A. E. F. until he 
finally got mad. 

“Fell maria!’ he barked. “Tul 
have paid horse prices for sheep—:* 
they could have pulled artillery *” 
They let Dawes alone after that. 

But his profanity is of the harm- 
lesa variety. Much of the published 
reports of Dawes’ cussing is smart 
aleck writing by inexperienced report- 
ers. Hg carries a stenographer on 
tour now. and has a complete record 
of every word nttered in public. 

On The Ku Klux Issue. 

That Maine speech had the 
cians of his party seared to 
far Dawes criticised the Ku 
Klan.

He 
started 18 months ago to organize the 
minute men of the constitution, an 
Illinois nonpolitical body, to see that 
opponents of constitutional govern- 
ment in either narty were defeated ut 
the polls. The first big battle came im 
the Cook county judicial election. No- 
vember 6, 1923. Organized labo: 
sought the defeat of Judge Denis F. 
Sullivan. democrat, and Judge Jesse 
Holdom, republican, because they had 
issued injunctions in labor cases. 
They were reelected. 

“And that is not all,” Dawes says. 
“The minute men are here to stay. 
They'll see that constitutional gov- 
ernment is maintained wherever they 
are, and that means by legal means, 
not by wearing bed sheets.” 


His Views on Labor. 


During his state campaign for the 
minute men he spoke to many assem- 
blies in which crganized labor nem- 
bers were prominent. 


“They came to me, lots of them,” 
says Dawes, “and told me that they 
were for constitutional government. 
“We're labor men, and will continue 
to be so, but we're not for labor 
skates,” they said. 

“I know what labor wants-in this 
country. It wants a square deal,’ 
Dawes added. “The men do not think 
as their professional leaders think. 
My appeal is to the individual. The 
leaders are not the custodiang of the 
men’s consciences. We've got to have 
respect for law in this country—no 
slugging of men going peaceably on 
their way to their work. Honest 
y labor men realize this. ang they re- 
spect Ne 

“What's 
campaign ?”’

Usually at this time 
of the year wheat prices in Canada 
are depressed by large receipts, but 
for at least the time being the cur- 
rent arrivals at Winnipeg appeared 
to be reduced to about half of the 
1923 total. Meanwhile stormy 
weather in Europe adding to previ- 
ous transatlantic crop damage gave 
evident emphasis to the movement to- 
wan getting increased supplies from 
ithe United States. 

Among the reports which attracted 
special notice was an assertion that 
the wheat crop of Italy this year 
would be but little more than half of 
the 1923 production and that the in- 
creased requirements of France would 
alone equal the entire surplus looked 
for from Australia. ; 

Corn prices rallied only in part 
from recent severe declines based on 
widespread opinion that absence of 
frost together with better weather 
steadily enlarged the probable yield 
of merchantable corn. The _ rallies 
were for the most part due to official 
reports that nevertheless the «orn 
crop taken on the whole is relatively 
even more backward than a month 
ago. <5

The one thing it seems to me that all investment houses, which are 
dealing with clients, who have saved money, should feel very great grati- 
fication in, is that their success depends upon the confidence of the 


people.” 


Every once in so often the Rocke- 
feller foundation has published a list 
of the securities which were given by 
John D Rockefeller upon which the 
foundations depend for its income, for 
the work it is doing throughout the 
world. From time to time this list of 
investments shows that even a man 
with Jchr D.’s rare ability gets 
“sting.” There are many unforeseen 
things which can happen even to a 
maa like John D. to make an invest- 
ment which appeared good at the time 
it was made turn out bad or worse 
than bad. Hence, it is true, as Mr. 
Morrow says, that much of the wun- 
f-iendly criticism directed against fi- 
a houses certainly is unjusti- 
ied. 


Mr. Morrow admits, however, that 
“some of it may be justified.’ He 
could have left out the “may” without 
straining the truth. 

Yonr correspondent has before him 
two letters of distress written by a 
widow living just outside of Phila- 
delphia. She states that in June of 
1922 a representative of a Philadel- 
hia house with an office at 120 

roadway, New York, advertising it- 
se)’ as “investment bankers,” advised 
her to sell four French government 
bonds, saying that these bonds were 
unsaie. Taking his advice she sold 
the bonds at a loss and again taking 
his advice she used the money thus 
o'-‘ained to buy first two $1,000 bonds 
of the Mt. Royal hotel, and the bal- 
ance ‘n the preferred stock of the 
which manu- 
factures organs and pianos. She points 
out that the French government bonds 
have siffce advanced above 100: that 
she was told by the representative of 
the investment house in question to 
convert her Mt. Royal hotel bonds in- 
to preferred stock; that shortly aft- 
e:wards the dividends on this prefer- 
re. stock were passed: that neither 
the horei nor the piano company stock, 
she found after buyin, is listed on 
the New York stock exchange; that 
seeinz an advertisement of q stock 
firm offering to buy Mt. Royal stock 
she found the best price offered was 
47, adding “while I paid $100 for my 
good French bonds.” 

The Charges. 


Here are the charges which can 
faiuly be brought against the repre- 
sentative of the so-called “investment 
bankers.”” He advised a woman who is 
a wsidow, dependent upon her invest- 
ments, for an income, to sell French 
govecnment 8 per cent bonds of 1945, 
payable in dollars in New York. on 
the ground that such an investment 
was unsafe; 
to substitute for her French 
ment long-term investment 


a musica] instrument manufacturing 
comptny, which carries a rating of 
being semi-speculative, and next for 
conyv-riible bonds of a hotel operating 
a property less than two years, the 
bonds being called for conversion into 
unl.sted preferred stock which has 
since passed its dividend and _ for 
which a bid of 45 was received. 

An honest man having any ynow!l- 
edge of investments will find it hard 
to keep his temper on reading the 
foregoing or to decide what would be 
fair treatment for so-called “invest- 
ment bankers” who hire representa- 
tives cf the type just described. 

Investigation shows that the so-call- 
ed “investment bankers” who had this 
woman sell her French bonds and 
buy the securities named are not 
meLtibers of the Investment Bankers’ 
association. That fact suggests con- 
structive criticism. President Prentis 
told the members of the Investment 
Bankcrs association this week that 
ths committee which has been work- 
ing s) long on the much-discussed 
subject of advertising was about to 
bring in its report. He said he would 
let this committee tell its own story. 
Bit he added: “We all know that 
one of the quickest ways to get the 
attencion of the public is by adver- 
ising. In order to sell successfully our 
go. -s to the public we must first seil 
ourselves—sell the honesty of our 
business—sel] the economic necessity 
o: vur business and sell the idea to 
the public that if it is going to buy 
securities the first thing it wants to 
do °. to go to an honest dealer in se- 
curities.” 

Close Impression. 

Up to the present time the New 
York stock exchange has exercised 
close supervision of all advertising of 
its members, most of whom belong to 
the Investment Bankers’ association, 
Up tne present time members of the 
stock exchange have not been permit- 
ted by stock exchange officials to ad- 
vertise in the way that banks adver- 
tise to show financial strength and 
responsibility. It is about time both 
th: stuck exchange and the Investment 
Bank-rs’ association awakened to the 
fact that the right kind of advertising 
in the newspapers, such as is done by 
nationus banks, offers much-needed 
protection to them as well as to in- 
dividual investors. There are mighty 
few ways open today for the individ- 
ual investors to check up the strength 
and responsibility of stock exchange 
mem yrs or investment bankers, and 
in the meantime there are too many 
represtutatives of investment honses 
real anc so-called, who go about in 
slack times, when commissions can- 
not pe earned by selling new securi- 
ties, rdvising clients to switch from 
one investment to another. Selling 
securities to investors dependent upon 
the income received calls fcr different 
salesmanship than is required to dis- 
pese of Coney Island “hot dogs” and 
pop corn.

NEW HIGHS SEEN 
N CURB MARKET 


New York, September 27.—The 
profit-taking movement, that created 
some unsettlement in the course of 
prices late yesterday had no percepti- 
bis effect in the dealing in today's 
short session on the curb exchange. 

Buying developed on « broad scale 
at the opening and new high records 
were reported in many parts. Most 
importance was attached to the ma- 
terial advance in Gillette Safety Ra- 
zor, which rose 20 points on compar- 
atively small transactions. The new 
shares also moved up to a new high, 
selling at 59 1-4. Consolidated Gas 
of Baltimore, when issued, improved 
about one point, selling to new fig- 
urvs. Radio shares held steady around 
the high levels reached on recent up- 
turn, 


There was a pronounced broadening 
of business on the New York Curb 
Market during the week and ‘many is- 
sues moved over a wide range, some 
selling at new high records. 

Public utilities continued to demand 
most attention, some of these stocks 
advancing 20 points or more, while 
others showed equally extensive losses. 
United Bakeries advanced over 13 
points, and Ward Baking, a new 
stock, advanced 7 points, making a 
new high record. 

Dubilier condense., after selling at 
a new high, reacted to 52. Radio 
Corporation issues were strong, both 
before and after the listing of those 
stocks on the New York stock — ex- 
change, the new preferred stock being 
among those to make new high records. 
Interest was attached to the trading 
in American Hawaiian Steamship, 
which rose 2 points. 

Petroleum stocks were irregular. 
Ohiv oil advanced nearly 3 points, 
and Prairie Oil, after advancing 4 
points, lost all its gain. Vacuum Oil 
was traded in on the largest scale of 
the Standard Oil group, advancing 
nearly §& points. Standard Oil of 
Kentucky rose 5% points. Wyoming 
oil stocks were the most active of the 
miscellaneous group, Mutual and Salt 
Creek both being in demand.

September 27.—Stock 
and bond prices moved irregularly 
higher in this week’s market with 
business on an increased scale. Eaayv 
money rates, favorable trade news and 
the usual crop of merger and dividend 
rumors provided the ground-work on 
which the advance was based, but in- 
termittent proft-taking brought about 
many periods of irregularity. 

Specialties continued to record the 
largest gains, although substantial 
progress was made by a series of bull- 
ish demonstrations in the public util- 
ity, food, motor and low and medium- 
priced railroad shares. Standard raile¢ 
and industrials moved, for the most 
part, within rather narrow limits. 
|} This was probably due to a disposi- 
tion on the part of some traders to 
await further indications of the drift 
of political sentiment. 

Car loadings for the week ending 
September 13, the latest for which fice 
ures are available, exceeded the mil- 
lion mark, were the largest for any 
corresponding week in history, and 
came within 35,000 of the record for 
all time. established in the fall of la-t 
year. One of the significant items 
in this report was the substantial in- 
crease in loadings of generu! merchan- 
dise. This, together with the suecess- 
ful manner in which many important 
systems scaled down their expenses 
in August by showing increases in net 
income, despite reductions in gross, 
was an important factor in the ac- 
cumulation of the railroad shares, 
Most of the southern and southwest- 
ern rails established new 1924 peak 
prices, 

Some irregularity took place in the 
atee] shares, due to the confusion in- 
cidental to the abolition of the “Pitts- 
burg-plus” price plan, but encourace- 
ment was derived from the fact that 
operations of the United States Steel 
corporation had increased from 60 to 
65 per cent of capacity. 

Oil stocks failed to derive much 
henefit from an increase in certain 
grades of Rosecrans and Smackover 
crudes and a further reduction in 
crude production. 

Motors were helped by reports of 
increased car sales by some of the 
leading companies. Rubbers and mo- 
tor accessories advanced in sympathy. 

The spirited bidding for public 
utilities reflected higher earnings and 
forthcoming amalgamation, with local 
gas shares aided by reports of an 
early termination of rate litigation in 
the preliminary proceedings of which 
the companies have been successful. 

Pools were more active, but publie 
participation continued relatively 
small in volume, although some com- 
mission houses reported an increased 
investment demand for bigh-gra 
rails and public utilities. |

last in this country unless referees 
enforce the rules. 

. Boxing needs a national commission | 
to pass on the qualifications of ref- 
erees as well as fighters. Many bouts 
in the ring are handled by referees | 
who either don’t know the rules of | 
boxing or not game enough to enforce | 
them. . ' 

As bexing is conducted now in- 
many States a boxer Can be suspended | 
for refusing to,meet an opponent se- 
lected b; a commission, or for refus- 
ing to go on with a match already | 
arransed., In some rare cases boxers 
are lisciplined for outrageous infrac- | 
tions cf the rules that are supposed | 
io «govern all boxing contests, but | 
usnally so little is thought of this | 
trifling matter that they are - soon 
reinstated. 


Seldom Suspended. 


Referees. are seldom suspended, if | 
ever, and almost invariably the ref- | 
eree :s as much at fault as the offend- | 
ing ooxer in cases of fouling. | 

The referee is in entire control of | 
the bout. There is no possibility of | 

continual fouling if a referee does his | 

duty. Any attempt on the part of a 

boxer tc break the rules and strike 

unfair blows, hold, wrestle or disable 
his man by use of a trick barred by 
the ruies should result im instant dis 
qualification. In case of an evidently | 
accidental foul the referee should use | 
his judgment and disqualify the of- 
fender if the blow might have any | 
. effect on the outcome of the contest. | 

In any case the offending boxer should | 

be disqualified if the offense is re- | 

peated. | 

There was better refereeing before | 
there were any state boting commis- | 
sions. In the old days the boxers anid | 
their managers and the promoters usu- | 
ally selected the referee. A _ referee | 
who hoped to continue acting as ref- | 
eree had to guard his reputation and | 
bé serupulously fair and impartial. | 

There was a lot of betting on bouts | 

and Le had to guard the rights of the | 

public as well as the boxers, The 

purses were always divided with a 

winner's and a loser’s end, so the ref- 

eree had to enforce the rules of box- 
ing. ‘ien like George Siler and Char- | 
lie White, famous referees years ago, | 
were in great demand as referees tn | 
cham>ionship contests, because they | 
were known to be fair and fearless.

T IS so like you to want to 
know the whole story.”

What is the reason? Can it be 
that the managers still know little 
about what the public wants? With 
this question in mind, we called on 
Miss Chrystal Herne, the star of the 
performance. 

‘Well, at first reading the play 
sounds a trifle thin,’’ Miss Herne told 
us, “and I must confess that in the 
beginning I was rather unwilling to 
take the part. It was not until after

“Was there much difficulty en- 
countered in rehearsals? ”’ 


“If you mean regarding the play 
itself, none at all. Not a line of the 
original mahuscript was changed. 
There was a little difficulty in the 
casting. Several actors were tried 
for some of the parts before the final 
selection. Miss Crothers knew what 
she wanted; and scouted around until 
she found it. She is a most brilliant 


stage directress, probably the finest of 
the women who have attempted it. 
All the credit for the performance 
must go to her.” ~ 

We asked Miss Herne what she 


considered the qualifications of a good 
comedienne, what she thought the es- 
sence of good comedy. 

“Utter sincerity,”’ she answered. 
“Whatever comedy I may achieve in 
my role is due only to sincerity. How- 
ever many laughs I may bring, I am 
always in deadly earnest. 


“‘Of- course, | am not known as a 
comedienne, generally. It seems that 
| started my career as the injured 
heroine of a melodrama, and since 
then, whenever a manager has such a 
part, I’m asked to take it. I became 
so disgusted two yegrs ago that I 
Stayed off the stage fOr nearly a year. 

“The relief came when | was asked 
to portray a negro washerwoman. | 
was finally persuaded at least to read 
the play, and I took the part. It was 
marvelcus. But the public wouldn’t 
come to see the show, and even my 
friends deserted me. 

- “Of course, in a way, I can’t blame 
them. It’s too bad, though, because 


in my opinion it was the best play of - 


the year. Without doubt it should 
have been awarded the Pulitzer prize. 
The play was ‘Rose Anne.’ 

“After my role in ‘The Acquittal’ 
and in ‘The Elton Case,’ this season 


has been more or less of a relief. And 


my debut in comedy, | am happy to 
say, has been wonderfully received. 

“| have always possessed the fac- 
ulty of making people cry. Perhaps 
it is useful, so 1 have always played 
the ‘weeping willow’ heroines. But 
there is nothing like the laughter of an 
audience. It’s like a bubble, which 
we on the stage can feel growing 
larger and larger, and-finally bursting 
with a great shower.” . 

Miss Herne smiled with us at the 
elaborate simile. 

‘Laughter is really like wine to the 
actors,’”? she went on. “It buoys them 
up, and inspires them to do their best. 


people cry.” 


There is a certain satisfaction in being 
able to draw tears, but mirth is in- 
finitely more delightful. I am glad 
at last to have a chance in a comedy, 
in spite of my reputation as an in- 
jured heroine.” 


“But don’t you think that type of 
play has been forever disposed of?” 

“Perhaps it has. There has been 
an overflow of mystery melodrama ig 
the past few years, and I think it will 
be a long time before any producer 
risks another one. But that type of 
heroine will be with us always, I’m 
afraid. | suppose a certain class of 
the public likes to feel sympathy for 
such a type, I might even say that 
they like to indulge in tears. But the 
‘weeping willow” is in demand, and 
has become.a sort of staple among the 
managers and among the playwrights. 
1 suppose that eventually I’ll be doing 
them again.” 

‘Sad, isn’t it?’ we remarked. 


“Oh, quite,” answered Miss Herne, 
sorrowfully. ‘And now, I’m afraid 
that I’m due on the stage.” 2% 

‘Just one more question. Do you 
agree with Miss Crothers, or rather, 
are you in sympathy with the moral 
that. ‘Expressing Willie’ teaches? ” 

“Yes, I believe that the conquest of 
fear is one of the most important 
things in life. It is this that makes 
Minnie so lovable. First we see her 
as a bashful lily, in which role she 
may be more or less appealing, but. 
after she has found herself, . and 
realizes that she has something to give 
to the world, she has learned the true 
lesson of life. 

“Il believe in expressing one’s self. 
Not necessarily in the way that the 
characters of the play do, for they 
have rather peculiar ways, at which 
Miss Crothers is obviously poking fun, 
but after we have conquered fear we 
may then give what we have to give. 

“An inferiority complex is what 
keeps many of us from getting ahead. 
This is largely due to self-conscious- 
ness—fear of what will happen if we 
do the wrong thing.. Stage-fright, for 
instance, is an excellent example. 
Once we are’ unafraid, we are suc- 
cessful.”

But it is not “‘just water.’* It is 
actually made up of two invisible, 
tasteless gases known as hydrogen 
and oxygen. When these 
gases are mixed—two parts of

explosion is produced in the cylin- 
ders of an automobile engine, water 
results. And since two parts of 
hydrogen were united in the pro- 
cess to one part of oxygen, the 
é.shemist writes water as H20. 

We can aiso separate water into 
these two gases, and by means of 
the apparatus shown in Figure 1.

If the play starts the other way 
he must follow around behind and 
never run behind his own line of 
Scrimmage.

Also 
he must sometimes drop back 
against punt formation and bother 
the offensive- end who is trying to 
cover the punt. He should keep 
in communication with his own

ingly. Offensively or defensively 
he must keep off the ground. 

The ideal build of an end is one 
tall enough to catch passes well, 
but not so tall as to interfere with 
his ability to box his tackle. He 
must be nifty on his feet and be 
able to use his hands well. He 
must have at least fair speed and 
he must be a thinker. I do not 
think that size makes much differ- 
ence.
